Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
shows a drive motor comprising: a field magnet with a coil, a core penetrating the coil, 
an armature, and a plurality of flux air gap zones. 

However, Prior art fails to show, a drive assembly essentially consisting of : center air 
gap sections formed between the core and the armature characterized in that the center 
air gap sections and the lateral air gap sections are each symmetrical and inclined with 
respect to a longitude axis.
